We wete told lhal the Beth bf fining chil- 
dren, as a very dainty lot, wus eUWeeJ before 
him sometimes hy wsy of a reliih .

beasts ; htridoa wliieh there were variotsn other 
kinds of provision*, indeed it would hare been 
no caay laik to call them all over by name, 
Thie I know, however, far certain, thai after 
Curtes hid leproached him for the humsn 
sacrifices nnd the eating? uf L. -.lio -.il flesh, he 
icoucd order* that no dishes uf that nature 

■ tiould again be brought to hi* tilde, 
I will, burtevc-r, drop this *uliji r I, un.l rolhei 
tclale how Ihu mouateh WM wilted on white 
he eat it dinner. If the weather was euld, a 
large lire wu made with ■ kind of ch-rcoill 
made ol ihe bark of tree*, whirh emitted nu 
•moke, bui threw nut a delicious perfume ; and 
that his majesty might not feel any incon- 
venience from too great a heat, a acre™ wni 
placed between hii person and the lire, mmle nf 
gold, and ndomed with all manners of tigu re* 
of iheir gods. The chuir on which he ast was 
tailicrlow, but supplied with toft cushion*, and 
was beautifully carved ; alio table was very 
littie higher than this, but perfectly coma, 
pnnrlcd with his scat. It was coveted with 
white rloTjra, snd one of a larger aire. Four 
very ni-at and pretty gn'ohg women he.d before 
the rbonarch a specie! of round pitclll'r, called 
by them Xieales, rifled with water 10 w ish hii 
hand* in. The water was caught in ntheT 
sell, and then the y.iung nr. men nreaenUxl 
him with to welt tu dry hi* hand*, Two other 
women brought him niaisc.luead baked with 
egg*. Before, however, Moteeuiuma bejan hi* 
dinner, a kind of wooden serein, strongly gill, 
waa placed before him, that no one tni<!n see 
him wluit eating, and the young women stood 
atadiitanc*. Neat four elderly men, of high 
rank, were admitted to hi* table; w bom he 
addrcaicd from tiro* 10 time, or put aorae que*, 
tion* to ihem. Sometime* be would offer 
them a plate of some of his viands, which wt* 
considered a mark of great ravouv. These 
gray-headed old men, who wen ao highly 
honoured, were, u we luhaeqitently learnt, hu 
noareat relations, moat inutworthy eounscdlon, 
and chief i li, . Whenever bo ordered any 
victuals to bo presented them, they ate It 

■ landing, in the deepest veneration, though 
without daring to look at him full iu the 
face. The rtitnes in which the dinner was 
•erved up were, of variegated and black 
porcelain, made at ChnluJla. White the 
monarch wu at table, hii courtien, and 
those who were in wailing in the nail* ad- 
joining, had to maintain strict silence. After 
the hot dishes had been removed, every kind 
of fruit which the country produced wu aet 
on the Ubl* ; of which, however, Untecusuma 
ate vrry little, Every now and then waa 
handed to him a golden pitcher filled with a 
kind uf liiiuor made from ihe cacao, which 1* 
of a very exciting nature. Though wo did not 
pny any particiiiu attention to the tireum- 
ttanee at the lime ; jet 1 saw about fifty large 
pfoeher* Siled with the tame liquor brought 111 
all fiolhy. This bevcago wat also picaenled 
trr the monarch hv women, hut all with the

come in hi* nnuic 1 and in token of peine they 
touched the gtonnd with their liniiiis and 
]-.:-.- ,L it. Here wc hiiltcd for a few inimttes, 
while ihe princi-s of Tclxcucu, l£ta],alapan, 
Tfacuiio, and Cojoliuncao, hastened in advance 
to oieel Molccusumo, who was slowly Bp- 
pronching ui. suiruuuded by oilier i^ranuLCi of 
ttie klnLjd,,m, seated in a sedan of uncommon 
splendour. Whtn ure had anircd at a place 
■101 far from the town, wheta several small 
lower* nine, together, Ihe muuareii raised him- 
self in hi* tcilatl, mid the chief caciriuct sup- 
ported biiu under the h arniv, umi held over liis

As they passed by, wepetreived how sll those
